Britain swiftly seized the Initiative 
at sea in the new conflict. In-

quarters in Athens said 


the British fleet had already oc- 
cupied the strategic Greek Island 
of Crete and also a small island 
off Corfu. 


A flaming naval battle — pre- 


sumably between British and Ita'l- 
lan warships—was reported fought 
off Corfu. 


Simultaneously, 
authoritative 


neutral military sources in Athens 
reported that Turkish troops had 
moved 
Into Thrace and eastern 


Greece. 


Turkey has a military alliance 


with Great Britain; which In turn 
has guaranteed to protect Greece 
with "full support.'' 


Adolf Hitler and Premier Mus- 


solini met in a three-hour secret 
conference at Florence Italy and 
unconfirmed rumors circulated in 
Berlin 
that German 
troops are 


about to cross the Pyranees into 
Spain—probably to 
attack 
Brit- 


ain's great rock fortress of Gi- 
braltar, 


Strong battle forces of the Brit- 


ish Mediterranean fleet were re- 
ported speeding to the aid of Hie 
beleagured 
little 
Grecian 
king- 


dom, which declared war on Italy 
short after dawn and threw an 
Estimated 
100,000 troops against 


an invading army of 200,000 Ital- 
ians along 
the 
Greek-Albanian 


frontier. 
The Greek radio reported "Brit- 


ish forces are even now at hand.'1 


Excitement 
swept through the 


streets of Athens immediately fol- 
lowing 
the 
announcement 
that 


the nation was at war. Crowds 
Backed the offices of the Italian 
steamship and air lines, and po- 
lice swiftly jailed all Italians and 
Germans in the country.

frontier. Rome's Demands, 


Rome's demands . sportedly in 


cluded the yielding of Greek ter 
ritory and permission for the free 
passage of Italian troops to strike 
new blows at Britain in the Med 
iterranean. 
Fascist warplanes roared 
over 


Athens three times by early aft- 
ernoon, drawing fierce 
anti-air- 


craft fire. 
Reports from Belgrade said Fas- 


cists bombers also attacked 
the 


2,500-year-old port of Piraeus, four 
miles south of Athens. 
Fears were widespread that the 
Italian invasion would precipitate 
a general conflagration In south- 
cast Europe.

threatened with an abrupt termi- 
nation because Italy and Greece 
had gone to war during the night. 


For hours, 
crowds 
lined 
the 
curbs awaiting the president's ap- 
appearance in Lower 
Manhattan 


after passing through Stateri is- 
land and making a brief stop in 
Brooklyn, where he broke ground 
for the $80,000,000 Battery-Brook- 
lyn vehicular tunnel. 


When Mayor F. H. La Guardla 


invited him to return four years 
hence for the opening of the tun- 
nel, 
Mr. Roosevelt replied: 
"I can't say I will accept the 


mayor's invitation for four years 
from now, but I can say I hope 
to next week." 


Hundreds 
of police 
were 
on 


duty—in the streets, along the 
sidewalks and atop roofs of build- 
ings overlooking the president's 
route through the city. 
Earlier, 
Mr. Roosevelt 
had 
swung through Newark, Kearny, 
Jersey City- and -Bayonn.., ^r. J., 
where 
enormous crowds 
slowed 
his progress.

foreign ministry spokesman

today Marshal

Petain, 


France's chief of state had receiv- 
ed from President 
Roosevelt 
a 


"personal message" which 
could 


be disclosed only by Petain "be- 
cause of the privacy of its char- 
acter." 
The spokesman said the foreign 


ministry had been informed only 
orally of the arrival of the mess- 
age. 


Diplomatic sources here believed 


Roosevelt's note concerned the cur- 
rent negotiations between Petain 
and Adolf Hitler. 
The note.was said to have been 


delivered to Henri Haye in Wash- 
ington and to Petain directly by 
the United States charge d'affair- 
es, H. Freeman 
Matthews, 
last 


Saturday morning. 


Vice Premier Pierre Laval was 


named foreign minister today to 
succeed Paul Baudouin, who be- 
came secretary of state attached 
to the presidency of the council. 


The French cabinet 
held 
an 


emergency session and Laval head- 
ed for Paris to continue negotia- 
tions with France's new axis part- 
ners. 


Announcement of 
the 
shakeup 


came in . a govern.nent communi- 
crue issued after the cabinet ses- 
sion. Laval will be joined In Paris 
later by General Charles Huntzlg- 
er, minister of war. 


To Explain to Nation. 


Earlier, the vice 
premier 
an- 


nounced he would explain to the 
nation by radio some time today 
the French-German 
conversations 


which resulted In the Vichy gov- 
ernment's agreement to a policy 
of collaboration with the axis for 
"peace In Europe." 


Laval still is charged with the 


information and state radio ser- 
vices. 


Frenchmen today were forbidden 


to listen to British radio broad- 
casts In public places under pen- 
alty of confiscation of the radio. 


It was believed Baudouin's duties 


as secretary of state, attached to 
the office 
of 
Marshal Philippe 


Petain would be similar to nhe 
post of undersecretary of state at- 
tached to the presidency of the 
council under former French re- 
gimes. 


Laval himself said, however, that 


Baudouin would have the ranking 
of full minister. 


News of the Italian invasion of 


Greece arrived In Vichy as the cab- 
inet went Into session. There was 
no official 
comment, 
but 
the 


typical reaction was that France 
no longer has a direct Interest In 
Balkan affairs.

The ultimatum was delivered In 


Athens at 3 a. m. (7 p. m. CST) 
Sunday). 
It declared that Italy had proof 


of Greek aid to Britain, not only 
through the British pledge to help 
defend Greece, but also of "explicit, 
precise 
engagements 
undertaken 


by the Greek government to put 
at the disposal of powers at war 
with Italy Important, strategic po- 
sitions on Greek territory, Includ- 
ing - air bases in Tessaglift 
and 


Macedonia, designed for attack on 
Albanian territory." 


Air and naval bases particularly 


were sought by Italy. It was re- 
ported reliably. 


Premier Mussolini and Adolf Hit- 


ler had met In Florence today be- 
fore the ultimatum was made pub- 
lic in this country. 


Their purpose was reported to 


be a discussion of all • problems 
Involved in the new spread of hos- 
tilities to the Balkans and the 
fuehrer supposedly reported to 11 
Duce on his talks with the chiefs 
of state of France and Spain. 


These, too, were believed intend- 


ed to assure the axis powers of 
bases for shifting the war's main 
theater to the Mediterranean, 
GERMAN WARPLANES 
RETURN TO STRAF

LONDON, Oct. 28— (IP)—German 


planes were reported over the west 
of England, the industrial mid- 
lands, the east coast and South 
Wales In daylight

after a series of widespread raids 
during the night.

were given a brief air raid alert, 
second of the day. 


A third alarm was sounded in 


mid-afternoon. 


Bombers stabbed at London In 


the first grey light of dawn today 
only a short time after the all- 
clear ended the 51st cpnsecutlvc 
all-night raid on Britain's capital 
—but the first daylight alarm last- 
ed only a short while. 


The overnight air attacks on 


London were "much less" severe 
than on the previous night, the 
government said, adding that "the 
main attacks, which were made 
in the earlier hours of darkness, 
were on northwest England and

midlands." .

meanwhile, attacked communica- 
tions in western Germany during 
the night, the air ministry report- 
ed, as well as oil targets in cen- 
tral and northern Germany and 
two "Invasion ports."

WHETHER RULES WORLD OR NOT

It Is too soon to judge whether 


Mussolini's attack on Greece rep- 
resents tho beginning of an axis 
assault on the Dardanelles in an 
effort 
to crash through Turkey 


Into the Far East, but if it does, 
we are witnessing the start of a 
drama which may easily determine 
whether Fuehrer Hitler Is to be 
master of a goodly part of tho 
world or whether he Is on the 
skids. 


If the senior partner In tho axis 


firm can break Britain's control 
of the Mediterranean ho will pile 
upon her a disaster 
second 
in 


magnitude only to tho smashing 
of England Itaolf—so great (hat It 
likely 
would determine the out- 


come of the war. 


Failure to achieve 
this 
goal, 


however, after 
his 
InabHity to 


crush England by bloody bombing 
and Invasion, will just about write 
his finish. 


Wo must await developments be- 


fore deciding what the Italian in- 
vasion of Greece means. It may 
be merely a tactical move, design- 
ed to consolidate tho axis position 
In the Balkang by securing vital 
air and naval bases and, by tho 
samo token, depriving Britain of 
their use. 


Possession of those bases would 


permit the Halo-German arm lei to 


carry 
out 
bombing 
operations 


against the British in the eastern 
Mediterranean through tho winter 
even If a move against tho Dar- 
danelles were deferred until spring 
because of approaching bad weath- 
er. 


Greek Premier General Mctaxas 


this morning declared 
that 
tho 


Italian method of delivering tho 
territorial demands constituted a 
"declaration of war." It's easy to 
sou the general's reasoning In this, 
since he undoubtedly construes a 
three hour ultimatum, delivered at 
three o'clock In the morning when 
most of Greece 
was 
asleep, as 


amounting to a surprlso attack. 


Tho chief purpose 
of 
such a 


lightning stroke undoubtedly wan 
to take tho British by surprise if 
possible. England long has boon 
pledged to glvo Greece all possible 
aid if tho little country was at- 
tacked, and would be expected to 
got into Immediate action If Lon- 
don was on It's toes. 


Thero can bo no doubt that In 


defying the might of Italy, Metax- 
as had reason to expect prompt 
and heavy assistance. His small, 
poorly equipped army 
and 
tiny 


navy would bo wholly unllkoly to 
stand much chance against Mus- 
solini's stroam-Uno war-machine.

Washington Immediately after his 
return by Clipper plane and then 
declined to discuss the conference, 
said ho would make 
no 
other 


statement today. 


His broadcast will bo at 8 p. 


m. (CST). Kennedy did not an- 
nounce 
the 
subject of his ad- 


dress. 


Tho Associated Press determined 


that 
the 
Democratic 
National 


Committee had reserved tlmo on 
the CBS network Tuesday 
from 


8 to 9 (CST) and that the com- 
mittee was releasing a half hour 
to Kennedy, The radio chain did 
not know who would pay for the 
Kennedy time, nor would its of- 
ficials say anything 
about 
the 


sponsorship. 


Thus a situation almost Identical 


with that of the John L. Lewis 
broadcast 
of last 
Friday 
night 


seemed to be In the making. 


Kennedy Is going to speak, but 


what he will say and under whose 
specific 
sponsorship arc closely 


guarded secrots. 


Not until Lewla actually 
was 


ready to speak did the Damocrats- 
for-Wlllklo announce that the es- 
timated $45,000 cost was being paid 
by their organization. 


Return of the 52-year-old diplo- 


mat to his homeland just before 
the general election and the fact 
that the state department 
and 


Kennedy had little to Bay regard- 
Ing the purpose of his visit pro- 
voked reports that he was not 
entirely In sympathy with the ad- 
ministration's foreign policy. 


Secretary Hull announced last 


week that Kennedy was returning 
for consultations and that as far 
as he knew, the ambassador would 
return to his post. 


Greek Troops Battled

Then they begin to pick cotton in 
July and August following the ma- 
turing crop from the Lower Val- 
lay to the coastal band, to central 
Texas. Northeast Texas, 
North- 
west Texas and finally th« Plains. 
Cotton picking Is not completed 
until December when pickers head 
back to thg valley to begin their 
cycle anew, 


AH workers do not move through 


the cycle. Some work only during 
the cotton picking season and then 
heat for home and

DEMOCRATIC SPEAKERS DECLARE 
TEXAS SHOULD PILE,UP MILLION 
VOTES FOR FRANKLIN ROOSEVELT 


DEMOCRATIC RALLY SPEAKERS 


LCTHEB A. JOHNSON 
Congressman 
Sixth District 


WILLIAM McCKAW 
Former Attorney 
General Texas

Texas, vitally Interested in Pan- 
American 
relations, should cast 


at least a million votes for Frank- 
lin D, Roosevelt on November 5, 
asserted Congressman Luther A. 
Johnson at the Navarro County 
Democratic rally held Thursday 
night in the district courtroom af- 
ter William McCraw, former at- 
terney general of Texas, had told 
his audience that Wendell L. Will- 
kle, republican nominee for the 
presidency, was "all things to all 
people at all times" and asserted 
he was totally unsulted by train- 
ing or temperament to become a 
national executive. 


Tom L. Tyson, Corsloana, attorn- 


ey, presided at the meeting and 
declared those present gathered as 
representative Democrats but with 
deeper convictions than mere party 
loyalty and a sincere belief that 
the best interests of democracy 
and of the world demand the re- 
election of Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
He pointed out that some observ- 
ers were saddened at the spectacle 
of the Republican national conven- 
tion during the summer at which 
tho party In control of the govern- 
ment for some eighty years and 
which had given such leaders as 
Lincoln, Garfield and others, had 
been under the command of a 
group who demanded the right 
to return to the pillage and plun- 
ler of the nation. He added the 
convention had been plveiv little 
choice of material and their nom- 
inee was a 'dud" wholly unlearned 
unskilled and incapable of the task 
assigned. 


Ho then presented former At- 


torney General MJOfaw as a "three 
term" district attorney and a loyal 
democrat. 
Entertaining Campaign, 


After paying his respects to Cor- 


slcana, Navarro county, Chairman 
Tyson and . Congressman Johnson, 
Mr. McCraw declared the present 
campaign was one of the most en- 
tertaining he had ever witness^! 
and some of the antics made It 
difficult to have a serious thought 
about the whole matter. He dis- 
agreed with the chairman about 
the Republican nominee, asserting 
he was very suitable for a party 
that had been going nowhere for 
the past seven years. He insisted 
Wlllkle was "all things to all peo- 
ple at all times to get votes" and 
added that Wlllkle and the Re- 
publicans had picked the wrong 
year to run, recalling that he knew 
from personal experience what that 
could mean. 


In a semi-humorous vein which 


he abandoned frequently to drive 
home his points, the former at- 
torney general related 
he 
had 


heard Willklc, Joe Bailey, Jr., Ir- 
vin S. Cobb, and other Republican 
speakers and their remarks and 
tactics wore 
termed 
typical of 


those of losing candidates in the 
final stages of a campaign where 
they resorted to anything to got 
a few more votes. 


Ho declared he could not see 


how any person honored by his 
party with 
political preferment 


could go over to the other side 
and proceeded to pay his respects 
to J. E. McDonald, commissioner 
of agriculture for ten years, who 
recently announced his intention 
to support Wlllkie, asserting that 
some day soon "McDonald will find 
himself baolc on his Ellis county 
farm with a hoe in his hand." 
On Both Sides. 


Turning again to the GOP pres- 


idential nominee, McCraw declared 
he was an "expert farmer" skilled 
In "watering stock and sheering 
sheep," Christopher Columbus was 
termed the only parallel for Will- 
klo in history because on his dis- 
covery voyage "he dldnt know 
where he was going, where he 
was when he got there, or where 
he had been when he got back." He 
declared the GOP nominee knew 
ho was In bad company but it was 
unfortunate he would have to be 
judged by them. McCraw charged 
Willkte had been on both sides of 
every issue, had favored conscrip- 
tion of manpower 
but 
not of 


wealth or resources, and his war 
record was his only qualification 
and that was shared by some two 
million others. 
He said Wlllkle 
was angry at everyone who oppos- 
ed him and called them commun- 
ists and yet was "crawling In bed 
with John L, Lewis who occupied 
eleven pages In the Dies committee 
report." He Insisted the lack of 
knowledge of the candidate was 
pitiable and he would have as 
much chance in a debate with 
Roosevelt as a 
"lightning 
bug 
against the noonday sun," and his 
main trouble was that he believed 
what his press agent wrote about 
him. 
. The former 
attorney 
general 


then took up tho history of Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, pointing out his 
family heritage, education and the 
fact he had never been In want, 
and yet had proven to be the pres- 
ident In history most attuned to 
and sympathetic with the needs of 
the average man. He declared tha 
American people had 
no 
other 


choice today. 
Record* Compared. 


Comparing the records of the 
parties In office, he said the GOP 
believed in prosperity beginning 
at the top and trickling 
down, 


while Democrats held to the oppo- 
slde. 
He declared the Harding 


administration, was marked 
by 


corrupt viselousntii that Included 
theft of the greatest naval oil re- 
•ervt and resulted in » number pi 


leaders Including a cabinet offic- 
er going to prison. 


Against this he claimed Harold 
Ickes, Harry Hopkins and Jesse 
Jones had handled billions for the 
Democrats and had never been 
found dishonest despite "a seven 
year search for somebody who had 
beat tho WPA out of a dollar and 
a quarter." He added there were 
more bank failures in a single year 
under Hoover than there had been 
In seven years under the present 
administration, 


McCraw recalled that the Repub- 


licans had also 
charged 
that 


Roosevelt was a "crooner" and ad- 
mitted he could understand their 
feelings readily because he had 
learned a lot about such people 
two years ago. He said no presi- 
dent had ever taken the people 
Into his confidence on all prob- 
lems as had Roosevelt, and ho 
had done much In seven years 
to correct mistakes made In elev- 
en years of Republican rule. 


The speaker declared he knew 


from actual experience as a ma- 
chine gun company officer there 
was nothing pleasant about war In 
which there were no neutrals and 
all wars were Sad; he then cited 
the records of fie Republicans, 
their opposition to national de- 
fense measures, charges of "war 
mongerlng" etc. Discussing the 
third term Issue, he said he had 
read his history pretty carefully 
and had learned that the founders 
of the nation had decided the 
choice of officers was a matter for 
the people and not for constitu- 
tional regulation; ho also recalled 
that John N. Garner had served 
thirty years in Congress before ho 
became angry about a "third term" 
Discussing the 
vice-presidential 
nominees, he said he knew little 
about Henry A. Wallace but ho 
was all right, adding that hie be- 
havior of Garner in recent months 
had proven there was littlo need 
for a vice president. 


After paying Jils 
respects 
to 


Mrs. Roosevelt as a groat wife 
for a great president, McCraw 
asserted he did noi. know what 
tho future held for the nation 
but ho wanted It to be prepared 
for every turn of events, insisting 
liberty could not be bought or 
maintained at too great a price. 


"Franklin D. Roosevelt Is the 


candidate of all the people as 
well as his party," the speaku 
concluded. 


Introduced Party Workers. 


Chairman Tyson 
then 
Intro- 


duced several party workers to 
the audience including John C. 
Calhoun, 
county finance chair- 


man. He declared there ought not 
to be a farmer in Navarro coun- 
ty who did not make some kind 
of a cash contribution 
to 
the 


Democratic party, asserting 
the 


party was dependent on tho small- 
er amounts which was not true 
of .the financing methods of the 
opposition. 


Touching on 
the 
third 
term 


issue In his introduction of Con- 
gressman Johnson, Chairman Ty- 
son pointed out that many con- 
gressmen served from twenty to 
thirty years, court members were 
appointed for 
Hfo, and asserted 


the people of the United States 
were going to exercise their pre- 
rogative and return Franklin D. 
Roosevelt 
to the 
White House 


for the next four years, 


Mr. Johnson declared he was 


happy to be at home and greet 
his friends for the first time in 
1940, and said he was going to 
be an exhorter and not the speak- 
er. He declared tho coming elec- 
tion was Important and tho peo- 
ple interested and 
while many 


Issues had been "smokescreened" 
the voters would not be fooled. 


He declared the campaign was 


fraught with Importance to the 
American people and tho world 
and it was unfortunate that an 
election should come at a time 
when civilization was facing its 
greatest crisis. Ho declared that 
ho could not recall when so much 
hatred* had been directed at any 
president as had been loosed on 
Roosevelt this year, 
but 
was 


thankful there were those who 
loved tho president as much as 
he was hated. 


Willkie, he asserted 
had 
no 


qualifications for tho presidency 
and no redeeming features, and 
until the campaign was well un- 
der way could not even pronounce 
"America" correctly.
